that Captain Blanchard and four men 
of the Ry C. R. were shot and Captain 
Macdonell taken prisoner. You will 
know if this is true before. my let- 
ter renches you. T truly hope not, 
T enclose you a copy of General Ian 
Humilton’s Report of the 19th Bri- 
Rade of which we—the R. C, R’s,— 
form part, with the Gordon’ Highlan- 
ders, our favorites, the Shrapshires 
and Cornwalls. General. Smith-Dor- 
rien was Commander of the 19th and 
General Hamilton Commander of the 
19th and 2ist Brigades, which form- 
ed the Winberg column, The Cana- 
dians and Gordons were alw ays picked 
cp ta do the hard fighting and were 
always in the firing line. At our 
last battle—bul one—at  Dornkop 
(where poor Jomieson was captured 
we fotight for six hours—the Gordons 
on the left and the R. C, R’s. on the 
right. ‘We had to face the big guns 
of the Boers and the shells—40-poun- 
ders—came over our heads. Not a 
pleasant feeling I can tell you—one 
néver knew jyhen his time would come; 
and then that horrible pom-pom—a 
most terrible little gun. The. Gor- 
dons lost 10 killed apd 110 wounded 
and we had 6 wounded, Gur loss was 
slight’ on account of our flank move- 
ment a6 we came up behind a small 
kopje—but how the bullets came at us! 
It is truly wonderful that more are 
not killed. The Boers had burned 
the grass so our uniforms were like 
bits of white paper on the burned 
veldt, and the builets would kick up 
the dust on all sides of us, When 
the order came to lie dowp { was just 
getting down when a bullet took the 
tap off a small ant hill that [ Was 
behind, but luckily T Was not hit. The 
bullets came rather too thick for 
comfort and one of the boys remurk- 
ed, “Keep dowa, boys, they are mak- 
IME oe target ob one of us," and sure 
edough omy white baversack (a new 
one) was the mark aimed at, Was I 
mot glad to get out of there! Our 
next ehargé was a run. of some 150 
yards. We came very nearly cap- 
turigg their big gun, but the loss 
would have bee ‘terrible, so the at- 
tempt was given up, That night we 
had mot a bite to ent and not till the 
next day at 3 p m.

“BILLY” PONTON WRITES. 


A letter has heen received’ from 
Sergeant W. H.-H. Ponton, dated 23rd 
of June, at Rustenburg, in which he 
wriles as follows; “On Jeaving De 
Aur we entrained for Kimberley 
where we stayed two days and were 
an the jump all the time. I saw a 
good many evidences of the Roers’ 
big gun in Krmberley, some of the 
shops having holes in them as big as 
barrels, From Kimberley we en- 
framed for Kraipan and then march- 
ed to the world famed Mafeking, and 
{ really have no time to describe the 
state cf things there, but how eight 
hundred fighting men kept eight 
thousand out of Mufeking is more 
than [ can understand—and the 
town itself wus simply « wreck from 
the effect of the 100-pound shells. \We 
were hurried out of Mafeking and 
started for Pretoria with Col. Hore’s 
Column, including the famous B.S.A. 
Police (The defenders of Mafeking). 
I might say thar “Cc” Battery (whom 
we are with now) did splendid work 
it the Relief—driving the Boers like

Washington, July 22—Io this lis- 
course, Dr, Talmage, who is now 
(rayelling in Europe, puts in an un- 
usual light the mission of Christ and 
shows how divine power will yet 
make the illnesses of the world fall 
back; text, Matthew xi, 5, “The 
blind receive their sight, und the 
lame walk, the lepers are cleansed 
and the deaf hear.’ 

“Doctor,” I said to a distinguished 
surgeon, “do you not get worn out 
with constantly seeing so many 
wounds and broken bones and dis- 
tortions of the human body?" “Oh, 
no,” he answered, “Ail that is over- 
edme by my joy in curing them.” A 
sublimer and more merciful art never 
came down from heaven than that of 
surgery. Catastrophe and disease 
entered the earth so early that one 
of the first wants of the world was 
a doctor. Our crippled and agonized 
human race called for surgeon and 
family physician for many years be- 
for they came. The first.surgeons 
who answered this cail were minis- 
ter# of religion -- namely, the Egyp- 
rian priests. And what @ grand 
thing if all clergyniett Were also doc- 
tors, all D. Ds were M.-D.'s, for 
there are so many cuses where body 
and soul need treatment at the sdme 
time, consolation and medicine, the- 
ology and therapeutics. As the first 
surgeons of the world were also min- 
isters of religion, may these two pro- 
fessions always be in full sympathy. 
But under what disadvantages the 
early surgeons worked, from the fact 
that the dissection of the human 
body wae forbidden, first by the pa- 
gans, and then by the early Christ- 
jams! Apes, being the brutes most 
like the “human race, were dissected, 
but no human body, might be unfold- 
ed for physiological and anatomical 
exploration, and the surgeons had to 
guess what was inside the temple by 
looking at the oulside of it, If they 
foiled in any surgical operution, they 
were persecuted and driven out of 
the city, as was Archagathus, be- 
couse of his bold, but unsuecessful af- 
tempt to save a patient, 

But the world from the very begin- 
ning kept calling for surgeons, and 
their first skill is spoken of in Gene- 
sis, where they employed their art 
for the Ancisions of a sacred rite, 
God making surgery the predecessor 
of baptism, and we see it again in 
Il Kings, where Ahaziah, the mon- 
arch, stepped on some cracked. lat- 
tice work in the palace, and it broke,

I must consider him as an oculist or 
eye doctor, and an aurist or ear doc- 
tar.

The mighti- 
est scientists have put their skill to 
its retuning, aud sometimes thay 
siap the progress of ils deoadence or 
remove temporary obstructions, but 
not more than one really deaf ear 
out of 100,000 is ever cured. It 
took a God to make the ear, and it 
tukes a Gad to mend it. That makes 
me curious to see how Christ the Sur- 
wean succeeded us an aurist. 

We are told of only two onses 
qperated on a8 an ear surgeon, His 
friend Peter, naturally high temper- 
ed, suw Christ insulted by a mun by 
the name of Malchus, and Peter let 
his sword fly, aiming at the man’s 
bead, but the sword slipped and 
hewed off the outside ear, and our 
surgeon touched the laceration and 
another ear bloomed in the place of 
the one that had been slashed away.

sound were clear for all sweet voio- 
es of music and friendship, For the 
first time in his life he heard the 
dash of the waves of Galilee. 
Through the des>rt of painful. silence 
had been built a king's highway of 
resonance and acclamation, But yet 
he was dumb, ‘No word had ever 
leaped from his lips, Speech was 
chained under his tongue. Vooali- 
zation and accentuation were to him 
an impossibility, He could express 
neither love nor indignation nor wor-

And if he touches’ us not we shall be 
deaf as a rock and dumb as a fomb, 
Oh, thou greatest of al) artiste, 
compel us to hear and help us to 
speak | 


But what were the surgeon's fees 
for all these cures of eyes and ears 
and tongues and withered hands and 
crdoked backs?

The 
Chinese soldiers continue to strength- 
en the barricades around the besieged 
area and ulso the batteries on top of 
the Impertal city wall, but in the 
meanthne they have discontinued {ir- 
fng, probably because they are short 
of ammunition, 

Conditions Improving, 

The main bodies of the Imperial 
soldiers have left Pekin in order to 
meet the relief forees. Supplies are 
beginning to come in, and the condi- 
tion of the besieed is improving. 

“The wounded are doing Well. Our 
hospital arrangements are admirable, 
and 150 cases ave passed through 
the hospitals.

“Phe Tsung li Yamen forwarded to 
Sir Claude MacDonald a copy of \the 
despatch telegraphed by the Emperor 
to Queen Victoria, attributing alk 
deeds of Violence to bandits, and re- 
questing Her Majesty's assistance to 
extricate the Chinese Government 
from its difficulties.

Mr. Flood Davin bas of late been 
addressing the electors in Western 
Ontario, and in dealing with public 
questions he has not been in any Way 
moderate in bia denunciations of cer- 
tain public men, whom he describes as 
rolling in wealth, and living like na- 
bobs, who but a few years ago, were 
imipecunious. His particular bete 
noir has been the Minister of the 
Interior, the Hon. Clifford Sifton 
who bas been touring in Europe for 
some four months, instead of attend- 
ing to his duties in Parliament, where 
numerous questions relating to the 
administration of his depart ment had 
id be answered. ; 

This gentleman be described a4 com- 
ing to Ottawa but a few yeurs ago, 
from Winnipeg, where he had to com- 
promise with creditors, and with the 
tax gatherer. a 

At euch attacks upon public men 
the Toronto Globe affects no little 
surprise, and exhibits a good deal of 
virtuous indignation. Under  or- 
dinary circumstances the Globe's hor- 
ror of personal allusions to public 
men would not only be right, but jus- 
tifiabla In the present case, simi- 
lar charges and attacks were made 
in debate in the House of Commons, 
without reply or denial; it is there-.

compromise for mon-payment of 
taxes in Manitoba, he could sud- 
denly blossom: out in Ottawa as a 
leader of the fushian and display, 
and have one of the moat ex pen- 


sive households in an expensive 
city. Whence came the money #"y, 


A very pertinent question is that 
“Whence came the money?’ which 
under ordinary circumstances it would 
be impertiment to enquire. 

Then we have the Mueter of the

LESSONS TAUGHT 
BY BOERS 


Their Tactics to be Learned by Cana- 
dian Militia, 


Recent militia orders! inolude the 
following extracts from army orders; 
1, Shelter trench exercise—(J) The 
fdllowing will be added to’ section 
204 (4) of infantry drill as amended 
by army order 101 of 1900: No shel- 
ter trench is to be considered as ex- 
istent until the troops occupying it 
have extended for at least half an 
hour, and have marked out their tasks 
by pick and shovel; (2) the following 
Will be inserted at end of sub-sec- 
fion 12 of section 218; Whenever 
ground is available opportunity will 
be taken’ for combining trench work 
With ball practice, Shelter trench ex- 
ercise muat be frequently practised, 
and on the gonclusion of the task the 
men will invariably fire five rounds 
of ammunition. The deseription of fire 
employed must be “independent,” if 
being explained ta the men that in 
this case volleys" would not be ef 
fective. Where the etound admits 
ball ammunition will be used and 
blank where it Joes nol In the lat 
ter case the manner in Which the men 
take advantage of cover will be 
checked by an officer or nen-commis 
sioned officer placed seyeral yards in 
front. The manner in which the men 
adapt the firing position to the ir 
regularities of the grougd will be 
watehed by the company instructor, 
who will place himself for the purpose 
in their vitinity whilst 
firing is yoing on. The men must also 
be instructed in firing from behind 
cover of every description

Gen. Mauter Reperts That Number, With

London, Aug. 6.—l4rd Roberts te- 
legraphs on Saturday to the War 
Office that Gen. Hunter reports that 
altogether 3,348 men have surren- 
dered to him, Gen. Hunter also se 
cured 3,046 horses and six guns. 

Lord Roberts adds that Gen Ian 
Hamilton, continuing his movement 
towards lustenberg, engaged the 
Boers in the Magaliesberg range 
Thursday. 

Lieut.-Col. Rhodes and Major G. A, 
Williams were among the 41 British 
wounded, 

The Boers left two dead and 
several badly wounded, 

Another Train Wreeked,

ed and attacked 20 uiiles south of 
Kroonstad, four men being killed 
and three wounded.

Fouriersberg, Aug. 4.—There are 
2,500 Boer prisoners at Gén, Hunter's 
camp and 1,500 prisoners and 9 gune 
at Gen. Tan Hamilton's camp, There 
were about 5,000 in the Caledan Val- 
ley originally, but sonle refused to 
acquiesce in Gen, Prinsloo’s surrender 
and slipped away In the night. They 
have now sent in, asking for terms 
of surrender, It will take some days 
to ascertain the exact number, The

Ottawa, Aug, 6,—A terrible atory 
iffecting the honor of the men of the 
lat Battalion Canadian Mounted Ri- 
fles ia told im)a letter received by an 
Oltawa gentleman to-day from his 
acm, who is a trooper in the regi- 
ment.

It states that 20 men of the Cuna- 
dian Mounted Rifles, originaliy draft- 
ed from the Royal Canadian Dragoons, 
have each been sentenced toll years’ 
imorisonment for one of the worst 
offences known in warfare. 

It is said that they forged Lord 
Roberts’ mame to a” commanding or- 
der, which they executed upon a num- 
ber of Boer farmers. As a result, 
they secured arms and a large quan- 
tity of supplies, and the story goes 
that they then sold them to the Boers 
in the field. ( 

The report an its face seems Incre- 
dible, but is told by the writer 
with great circumstantiality, 

The Government has no information 
om the subject, and it js to be hoped, 
for the sike of the fair fame of the 
Canodian militia, that a speedy denial 
will be forthcoming.

healthfully redolent with the breath 
of the seaweed and the uir of the 
American forest. Charles Kingsley 
has “smitten the inorbidity ‘of the 
warld and Jed a great many to ap- 
preciate the poetry of sound health, 
sirong undgseles ard fresh air. Thack- 
eray did a grand work in caricatur- 
ing the pretenders of gentility and 
high blood. Dickens has built his 
own monument in his books, which 
are a plea for the poor und the ana- 
théma of injustice, and there area 
Score, of novelistic pens to-day doing 
mighty work for God and righteous- 
ness, 

Now, I say, books like these, read 
at right times and read in right pro- 
portion . with other bodks, cannot 
help but be ennobling and purifying ; 
but, alas, for the loathsome and im- 
puré literature that bas come in the 
shape of novels, like a freshet over- 
flowing all the banks of decency and 
common sense.

One of G W. Steevens’ 
Letters. 


Graphic Stery of the Preliminary 
Days of the Seige of Ladysmith 
which he did not Live to See 
Relieved. 


The London Daily Mail in a recent 
issue publishes a letter of the 
G. W. Steevens with this note; 

The following is the second of the 
Series of missing articles by the late 


lute 


G, W. Steevens, which we have just 
recovered ; 
Ladysmith, Noy. 4th, 1899. 

The tale which Iam about to unfold 
you I have already unfolded on (ele- 
graph forms until I am sick of it. 

I unfoldeed it to go with expectant 
refugees ; I unfolded it more to go by 
wounded train; [ unfolded it more yat 
to go by Government runner; I unfold- 
ed it to its amplest extent to send by 
runner of my own. 

Neither the refugees nor wounded 
train was allowed to go; the Govern- 
ment nigger walked bang into ‘he 
Boer patrol. My own nigger so far 
from piercing the enemys lines, did 
hot even pierce our own; he blundered 
into some lout of a Natal volunteer 
officer, who tore up his telegrams and 
sent him back. I sent biim forth again, 
like Noah’s dove; he returned and 
said; “Too plenty Dutchmans, sar,” 

Now Tam hanged if I wili unfold the 
tale more than once again; and when 
it is unfolded, I shall fuid it up and 
keep it inj a cool place until, if ever, 
I get out of this whole. 


THE OPENING BARS. 


After the fiasco of Lombard’s Kop-- 
“Mournful Monday” the army came to 
call it—we were at once formolly in 
vested. Next morning, Oct. 31, we 
Were awakened at daylight by boom 
tind swish from our side, whistle and 
crash from theirs.

He had hardly spoken when a shell 
came down, and three of his blue jac- 
kets went down with it. Worse still, 
the sacred gun went down also, and 
the fire was too hot to patch it .up, 
At daybreak on the 29th they had ar- 
rived at Durban; at noon the next day 
4 gun was on its belly and three men 
on their backs. 

Suchwwas the advent of the sailors.

BARON RUSSELL DEAD. 


Great Jurist Suffored From Gastiie Ca, 


tarrh and Surgeons Unsucecessfally 
Sought to Save His Life, 


Aug. 11.—Baron 
of Killowen, Lord Chief Justice of 
England, died yesterday morni g¢ as 
the result of an operation performed 
by Dr. Treves. Lord Rus- 
sell suffered from gastric catarrh. 
The fact of his Ulness was not gen- 
erally known until it was announced 
that at a consultation held yester- 
day between Drs, Sir William Henry 
Frederick Treves, Ste 
phen MacKenzie and Samuel Herbert 
Habershon, it was decided that an 
operation was imperatively neces- 
sary. It was afterwards said that 
the patient had stood the operation 
well, and that his strength was 
maintained. At 6 o'clock in the 
evening, however, Lord Russell took 
a turn for the Worse, soon became 
unconscious and passed away peace- 
fully at 3 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The War Office telegraphed 
news of the chief justice’s death 
his youngest Hon 
Joseph, who is at present 
as a lieutenant of the Royal Artij 
lery in South Africa. Hon, Charlies 
Russell, another son of the deceased, 
is now in Canada. 

The courts generally suspended 
business to-day, and the judges and 
other distinguished lawyers eulogiz- 
ed the deceased chief justice. 

The Premier, Lord Salisbury, will 
select the successor of Lord Russell.

Given a skeleton, With a fractured 
skull, no physician coild give the 
cause of death or say that death Was 
due to a fractured skull For pur- 
poses of post-mortem, © Joseph Sif- 
ton’s corpse Was practically a skele- 
ton, as the organs could not be pro- 
nounced upon, owing to deconipo: i- 
tion, with the exception of the durn 
mater. The heart walls were thinner 
than witne’s expected. The exact 
cause of death would have to be Jeft 
open. Apoplexy uiight have been the 
cause of the fall, or the cause of 
death.

Are Making Any Amount of Trouble For 
the Americans and Causing Heavy 
Losses Garrisons Are Harrassed.

A History of the Celebrated Domipion 
Bank Robbery at Napanee. 


The great Dominion Bank robbery

Mark Twain's Introduction. 


Ar nt magazing article tells that 
once only did Mark Twain wppear in 
public as nu political speaker, As a 
conscientious republican in bis poli- 
tieal preferences, Mr. Clemens took 
in active inlerest in the presidentinl 
campaign of 1880 While visiting in 
Elmira, N. Y., in the fall of that year, 
he made a short speech one Saturday 
night, Introducing to a rey ublican 
meeting Gen. Hawley, of Connecticut.

“General Hawley is a member of 
my church at Hartford, and the 
uuthor of ‘Beautiful Snow.’

As a pure citizen, [respect 
him; as a personal friend of years, I 
have the warmest regard for him; us 
a neighbor, whose vegetable gardens 
adjoins mine, why—why, Ll watch him. 
As‘the author of ‘Beautiful Snow, 
he has udded a new pang to winter, 
He is a square, true man in honest 
politics, and L must say he occupies a 
mighty lonesome position, So broad, 
so bountiful is his character that he 
neyer turned a tramp: empty-handed 
from his door, but always gave him 
a letter of introduction to me, Pure, 
honest, incorruptible, that is Joe 
Hawley. Such o man in politics. is 
like a bottle of perfumery in & glue 
faclory—it may moderate the stench, 
but it doesn’t destroy it.

The three chief causes of present 
troubles in China, Ho Yow declared 
to be missionary work, acquisition of 
torritory by foreign rations, and the 
desecration of ancestral homes and the 
landscape of China. 

In closing, Ho Yow said he could sea 
no legitimate reason why one nation 
shauld wish to force its religion upon 
another.

Perhaps il hurdly reverent 
mention the pope in the same breath 
as Mrs. John Gilpin, but in one point 
he strongly resembles her. Like her, 
he possesses a “frugal mind.” 

His predecessor, Pope Pius IX,, was 
us open-handed o man as one would 
imagine him to be from the very 
sight of the pleasant, smiling face, 
so familiar to all from his portraits. 
He loved to make people happy, and 
therefore, though he received an im- 
mense number of valuable presents, he 
generally found that somebody need- 
ed them far more than he needed them 
himself, If a priest came to him and 
told him that his altar needed decor- 
ation, Pope Pius would make him 
happy by giving him’ a picture for it, 
ur if a charity needed funds, and a 
bazaar were held with that object, the 
pope would contribute a beautiful jew- 
eled cross or some other valuable to be 
raffled for. 

But the “frugal mind’ of Pope Leo 
XILL. does not prompt him to act in 
this way, and conséquently he has am- 
assed enough valuavie presents to 
fill a museum, and his jewels are fam- 
ous for their worth and beauty. He 
is the owner of the largest diamond 
in the world, and this, oddly enough, 
was given to him by that staunch 
Protestant, President Kruger, It is 
valued at $4,000,000. 

Among the pope's 
thirty tiaras set in diamonds, emer- 
alds, rubies, and pearls; and one of 
gold, thickly studded with diamonds, 
and topazes which shoot oul rays of 
white and orange light. Then he has 
100 rings, ore of the most magnifi- 
cent being a present from the Sultan, 
This\ ring contains «a marvelously 
beautiful blue diamons aud is valued 
at $100,000, Of gold crosses the pope 
Nias no less than 318, Besides 1,200 
chalices and 900 ostensori for the ex- 
position of the host, he possesses 18 
pastoral staves, all these 
ing of richly chased silver or of gold 
and adorned with diamonds, emeralds, 
rubies and other precious stones.

Glencoe Hulme Tells of the Routine 
Among the R. C. R.’s 
FROM GLENCOE HULME, 
-Springs, S.A., July 10, 1900 
My Dear Charlie,—Many thanks, old 
man, for your letter of 10th May, &t 
came last evening, and [ was indeed 
glad to hear from you. We nrestil 
here, holding «4 position the Boers 
would like to have, and in consequence 
our duties are very heavy; oul every 
wther night, on and when 
in camp we atand to arms al 5 o.m., 
one hour before daylight, and re- 
main so till 7,30. Botha and De Wet 
have joined forces, nine miles from 
here and have 15,000 men, all well sup- 
plied and hold a very strong posi- 
tion, with 40 guns. Battle has been 
raging for four days now, and last 
night several wounded wore brought 
here. One poor fellow, wounded in 
six places, by a shell bursting two 
yards from him, but he will recover, 
though his wounds are serious and 
he is very weak from loss of blood; 
his clothes just simply covered. It 
makes one u little nervous to see 
what might have happened to us, but 
we thank God for His goodness. 

Death has been on ail sides of us, 
fever, wounds, eic,, and I tell you, 
Charlie, it is zood to be strong and 
well. Iam indeed glad to know our 
letters are of some interest to the 
Belleville people. Your paper, The 
Intellizencer, is the only Belleville 
paper we get here and [ tell you it 
js zood reading. Not only ourselves 
but the other boys often’ ask if we 
ive one to spare. They enjoy im- 
mensely the “Timely Topics,” which 
sometimes are very, very good. Glad 
iG kitow my dear fother is looking 
su well, May God bless them all, 
Kindly remember me to Sir Macken- 
aie and all the boys.

week, It is splendid training, and I 
don't really know how I have got 
aldng as well as IT have, for everything 
wos new to me. One great task I 
have is the keeping’ of the Red Cross 
books, for no one else allowed t0 
touch them. It is quite a worry to 
keep things balanced, with not only 
our own reports, which have to be 
sent to England, but the reports of 
our agencies. The amount of money 
we handle and the great quantity of 
clothing which has ‘to be accounted 
for is, to say the least, large 1 
like my place very much indeed, and 
Col. Biggar is very kind and patient. 
I had a lovely drive a week ago Pun- 
day around by Hunt Bay and back by 
Wynberg, « distance of 32 miles. We 
left Cape Town at 7 a,m., bad break- 
fast at the bay and then strolled on 
the sea beach until 12, then had din- 
ner and went and collected some loy- 
ely Easter lilies. You would go crazy 
aver them. Some of them are at 
least twelve inches across at the wid- 
est part, Oh, they are lovely. We 
“inspanned" about 3 o'clock and drove 
home, and, mothér, the drive was 
heavenly. The tall trees formed an 
arch overhead all the way, und tho 
sides of the road Were dense with roses 
and Easter lilies and other flowers, 
The rond itself was like a_ billiard 
table. From Constantia Nek to Wyn- 
berg was the mast beautiful part. I 
nearly went wild, and can never 
thank Jack Orr (Who took me) enough. 
Going down Constantia Nek hill we 
passed one corner of Cecil Rhodes’ 
immense property, so I got out and 
collected a lot of silver leaves, and 
will enclose some. Last Monday 
night we all went for a most benuti- 
ful walk around to Camp Bay, and 
back over the kloof. We started at 
8 p.m ond got home at 3 p.m.  ‘Dhe 
moon was bright; and it was like a 
walk in paradise. At Camp Bay I 
went out on the beach and lay just 
out of reach of the huge breakers and 
indulged in day dreams till I forgot 
where I was, unlil some one., came 
and asked if I wasn’t hungry. We 
went to the hotel aud had lunch and 
started for home. From here over the 
kloof is an immease climb, and beau- 
tiful. Let me se@, can't IT make you 
it, Just imagine turning your 
back on the sea and walkitig wp a'mast 
beautifully foliaged winding path, up, 
up, up, hundreds of feet. Then turn 
around suddenly and look at the sen 
in the bright moonlight away down 
beldw you, and listen lo the roar of 
the bréakers as they dash on the loy- 
ely white sand. Then look behind you 
and see Table Mountain frowning 
down upon you, thousands of feet 
ubove—so high that the clouds are 
scurrying acrass the top, hiding the 
topmost part from view. Then look 
atthe immense gully separating the 
kloof from Table Mountain, and not a 
house to be seep, and you will havea 
remote idea of the diviye scene this 
makes, Is it any wonder I stopped 
many, muny times to gaze on this? 
I did not want any one to speak fo 
me, but how often I wished you were 
all with me (6 enjoy it. The drive 
to Hunt Bay is supposed be the 
prandest drive in the world. 
Well, good-bye; I wili see you 
soon now, we will probably 
hame inside two months.

Sir Wilfrid has been masquerading 
at a banquet given by the Messrs, 
Allan on one of their new steamers 
in Montreal, After beinz well but- 
tered nnd plastéred by, on@of ‘the firm 
for the interést whith he (Laurier) 
had taken in the trade of Montreal, 
the Premier» replied. immodest — pro- 
mises, but gave no explanation why 
he repudiated the contract which had 
been entered into by the late Govern- 
ment, for the establishment»of a fast 
line of Steamers) bet wee ee and 
Canada, but expréssed ie hope: that 
at some day not very far distant we 
will have a fast Atlantic service, and 
then added; ‘We have a good service 
at present, but there is room for a 
still better one,” 

This declaratjon of having a food 
mail service at present, must ‘have 
caused a smile to illume the coun- 
tenances of those present. A good 
mail service forsooth, every one 
knows that our mail service for which 
we are throwing away thousands of 
dollars every year, is three or four 
days behind that of the United States, 
Sir Wilfrid. must. have thouzht his 
hearers a gullible lot, and that his 
“sunny Ways” could” humbug ds. of 
yore, ‘ © } oe .

Quebec, Aug, 20.—The Parisian, 
with Major Cartwright and the  in- 
valided Canadians returned from 
South Africa, arrived Saturday morn- 
ing.

I have an- 
other brother in the Transvaal; we 
have not heard from him since the 
British have been here, ind we don't 
know where he is. I hape he is safe, 
The Boers wanted to commandeer me, 
but I got out of the road. We had 
to keep very qhiet when the Boers 
were here. My sister kept a school 
here for the Cathedral, and when the 
British came they made it into tn 
hospital and your brother was one 
of the first to be taken In, and my 
sister.used.ilo.zo und write letters 
for the poor soldiers; und when 
some of the soldiers were well en- 
ough to walk about we invited them 
over to tea, We were glud When 
the soldiers cume marching’ into 
Bloemfontein. When the Boers had 
taken some prisoners we were not 
nilowed to speak to them. They had 
taken some wounded prisoners once 
and they were too bad to travel, so 
they left them in the hospital here 
and my brother and a few friends 
of mine used to zo and sneak up of

Macdonald's Government, ziving addi- 
ional members to the Bench of Nova 
Seotia and British Columbia... One of 
the most vehement speeches) against 
the measures wus delivered by Hon. 
R. W. Scott. “You will likewise re- 
member that during the recent dis- 
cussion in the House of Commous 
both Sir Wilfrid Laurier and his soli- 
cilor-general, the Hon, Charles Fitz- 
patrick quite agreed with Mr, Cas- 
erain, of Montmorency, that there

Zu- 
felt told him to go on, as, he didn't 
want any trouble with him, and then 
Zufelt, who was on the left hand side 
of the road, started up hiss borses for 
home. Wallace then jumped into his 
Waggon, lashed his horse and drove 
the animal directly into Zufelt’s team. 
The collision caused the latter’s team 
to stant to run. There is a Lelegraph 
pole with a brace attached at that 
point on the road, und Zufelt's waggon 
collided with this brace. That is all 
the unfortunate farmer recollects. 

The thread of the narrative is then 
taken up by Bolyea, who says that 
when Zufelt’s waggon struck the 
brace he saw, the injured man fly 
through the air. Bolyea rushed in 
and caught Zafeli’s horses and. tied 
them to another telegraph pole, and 
he and Mr. Nicholas Lazier went back 
to where poor Zufelt was lying on his 
back.

Edward Bolyea, who was with ‘WaL 
lace, told his story in a straightfor- 
ward manner, and throuzhout stated 
that Wallace was all to biame and 
that he deliberately drove into Mr. 
Zufelt when there was sufficient 
room on the roadway for him to have 
“riven by. Bolyea also beard Wal- 
lace make threats towards Mr. Zu- 
felt and dare him, to fight. 

This completed the examination and 
the prisoner was remanded for a week.

The City Council Offers to Sell 
Gas Stock to the Messrs. 
Shibley. } 


A Business-Like Talk from the Pro- 
motor, Who States the Pro- 
spects Pairly. 


Good Prospects fora Cotton ¢ ill If 
Negotiations End Favorably. 


A special meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the City Council was 
held last evening for the purpose of 
conferring with the Messrs. Shib- 
ley to the purchase of the 
stock owned by the city. 

The members in attendance were; 
Mayor Johnson, Aidermen MoFee, Sin- 
clair, Panter, Clarke, Boxart and 
Harris, 

In the absence of Ald. Doyle, chaiy- 
man of the Committee, Mayor Jobn- 
son ] resided. ' 

Mr. Shibley was called ujion and ad- 
dressed the Committee al some 
length. In referring the Gas 
stock, Mr. Shibley said at present it 
did not show a profit of more than 
5 per cent. on capital required. It 
wns usual with them to have at least 
a showing of 10 per cent. in order to 
float a company. In order to make 
the undertaking a success it would 
be necessary to try and bring in- 
dustries to the city. They proposed 
to offer to manufacturers their po- 
wer at the rate of $20 per horse 
wwer. They had made an offer to 
Mr, Pearson for an option on the 
Trenton Electric and Water Power 
Co. They had also arrived at satis- 
factory terms with the town of Tren- 
ton for the water power and addi- 
tional lighting, and they were bere for 
the purpose of considering the ques- 
tion of the purchase of the Gas stock, 
The plant of the Gas Company was 
good, but the future prospect was 
not for an wowurd, but a downward 
tendenoy. Taking the stock at par, 
namely $80,000, with a debt of $32- 
000, taking into account « probable 
claim from: Mr, Pearson for meters, 
etc., that he has put in, he thou, ht 
that if they offered the city 50 per 
cent. for their stock they would be 
offering all that it was worth, Mr. 
Shibley also stuted that his brother 
was in communication with the re 
sident of a lurze concern for produc- 
ing cotton machinery, who said that if 
& cotton mill could be started he 
would furnish machinery on ,ood 
terms and tuke stock in the concern, 

The Mayor stated that he had re- 
ceived oa letter from oa firm in On- 
tario who had in view the starting of 
a cotton factory. All they asked 
from the city was a site and exemp- 
tion from taxation, <A large amount 
of stock had already been subscribed. 

After some discussion on the dis-— 
Fosal of the city’s Gas stock, the fol- 
lowing resolution wus unanimously 
addpted ; > 

Ald. MeFee soved, seconded by Ald. 
Panter, “That the Committee favor- 
ably consider the offer of 50 cents 
on the dollar for the City’s Gas 
stock, and recommended that the of- 
fer of the Messrs, Shibley be ac- 
copted; provided always that satis- 
factory agreements are made us to 
franchise and prices for power and 
light.

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FIFTH BOOK 
AMALGAMATION 


Letter in Opposition to It. 


(Taronto News.) 


{ A teacher df many years’ experience 
who is regarded as one of the mos 
efficient members of the = ublic 
School stuff in the city of Toronto, 
writes approvingly of The News’ op- 
to the proposed amalgami- 
the fifth book clusses, and 
some additional light on the 
ion that is of value to iid in ar- 
riving at a sound conclusion on the 
matter. The teacher referred to 
writes as follows : 

“The dpposition to matters as they 
have been in the past comes chiefly 
from a few trustees who have been 
teachers in ungraded schools before 
they ultimately entered upon the 
study of law or medicine. They reeog- 
nize that many of our most success 
ful men of to-day are graduates of 
these same ungraded schools, and at 
ence conclude that their success 1s 
due their receiving their early train- 
ing in ungraded schools. The peculiar 
virtue of these echools is supposed 
to lie in the fact that the teacher's 
time is so occupied by a multiplicity 
of classes that he cannot always be 
peuring into the pupil’s mind his 
ready digested knowledge, and that 
thus the child bas an opportunity to 
dod something for himself. } 

“While I believe that to a consider- 
able extent we teachers sinned con- 
siderably in doing too much for the 
pupils, and in keeping the scholars 
on their seats listening to our clack! 
clack !—first history, then switch on 
td grammar, to be followed by litera- 
ture, etc., throughout the entire 
echool day, yet, it is an error we 
huve recovered from to a great de- 
aree. In our classes we suppose the 
teacher has done enough teaching in 
the arithmetic period of one hour if 
she teaches 25 to 30 minutes and al- 
lows the pupils to work the remain- 
der of the period. She is now at 
liberty to pass among the class giv- 
ing « word of encouragement here, 
a trifle of assistance there as she 
sees is necessary. And so on with 
all the other classes. 

“But under the new arrangement, 
see what the condition is. The teacher 
must zo like a high pressure engine 
during the period she has the senior 
division at her disposul. So soon as 
the clock indicates the end of the 
period she must cut off her lesson, 
no matter at whut Stage, and proceed 
with the junior division. To illu: 
trate, most of our periods are 30 
minutes in length. Then within 15 
minutes the teacher must teach and 
test a lesson in, say, geography, and 
assign wark to occupy the class pro- 
fitably while the other division is 
being taught by the teacher. 

“But some pupil, through the mis- 
fortune of sickness or absence, can- 
not do anything with the exercise as- 
signed. It might be that a word or 
two would pul another pupil on the 
track necessary for good work dur- 
ing the working period. But no! 
The teacher cannot in justice to the 
class awaiting recitation give even 
the word or two. 

“One of the serious charges against 
our schools is that pupils are treated 
too much in the mass, there is not 
enough individual work done. Under 
the method suggested above there can 
be considerable individual work, and 
[ may say that that is the method fol- 
lowed by our best teachers. 

“At a meeting of fifth book teach- 
ers called for the purpose of discus- 
sing this question, upon a vote being 
taken the amalzamation scheme was 
opposed by 33 and supported by 3. 
In addition, there were several teach- 
ers apposed to the amalgamation who 
were compelled to leave because the 
taking of the vote was deferred till 
too late an hour, and previous en- 
gagements claimed them, When it 
js known that we have only 46 teach- 
ers in fifth book classes, and that 3 
was all that could be found to sup 
tort the scheme, it would seem there 
was very little to commend it to those 
people who have to work the 
mractical details.

PHE WORLD'S YIELD OF COPPER. 


The warld’s consumption of copper 
has, suys the Saturday Evening Post, 
xrown so enormously within the last 
few years that it seems doubtful 
whether the sblores of that metal 
made available to man by Nature will 
silisfy the future demund. In 1880 
the output of copper in the United 
States was 60,480,000 pounds, valued 
rt =. $11,090,000. The production in 
1890 was considerubly more thun four 
times as great, amounting to 265,- 
115,000 pounds ,with «a value of $380,- 
849,000. | Since then the annual yield 
has been doubled, the record for 1898 
being no less than 526,513,000 pounds, 
with a value of $61,865,000. Figures 
for 1899 are not yet fully made wp by 
the United States Geological Survey, 
but it is believed that they will reach 
575,000,000 pounds.

A PAGE FROM 
ANCIENT HISTORY. 


Showing that the Boers of To-day 
Strongly Resemible-the Boors 
of Long Ago. 


“Here Colonel Jorgen 
whose nine hundred Scotsmen 
dashed to pieces like earthen pots by 
the Boors of Lessoo, Viage and froen, 
Berdon Legelstadt, of Ringeboo, was 
leader of the Boors. Destroyed by 
the flood of 1789, this tablet was again 
restored by the Boers, A. Viberg and 
N. Viig.’ This insoription closes tha 
fifth chapter of James Grant’s “Mem- 
oirs and Adventures of Sir John Hep- 
burn, Knight, governor of Munich; 
Marshal of France, under Louis XILE, 
and commander of the Scots’ Brigade 
under Gustavus Adolphus, etc.” Tho 
chapter in question is headed “The 
Grave of the Sinolairs,”’ and records 
an incident of mountain warfare that 
parallels in a remarkable way some 
of the hardly less tragic incidents of 
the war in South Africa. George 
Sinclair, of Caithtiess, raised in 1612 
a regiment 900 strong, of his own 
clan and name to fight for Gustavus 
Adolphus against the Danes and 
Narwegians, under a Swedish gener- 
al named Monkhoven. The latter on 
returning from his journey to S<ol- 
land to raise allies found the cons} 
from Nyborg to Calmar im possession 
of the Danes, even Stockholm being 
threatened. He sailed northward, and 
landed at Trondheim, whence at the 
head of the bulk of the Scots hetforced 
his way over the Norwegian Alps to 
Jamtland and thus reached Stockholm, 
then invested by the Spanish fleet. 
But Monkhoven’s timely arrival at the 
Swedish capital, Which brought relief 
to Gustavus, was accomplished only 
by the sacrifice of the Sinclairs in 
the passes of Lhe Dovrefelt. George 
Sincisir and his regiment had yvolun- 
teeared to pass that way in order 
divert the enemy’s attention from 
Monkhoven's line of march. _Proceed- 
ing by Rbonsdal, Lessoo, and the deep

In all cities, east, West, north, 
south, I notice great temptations to 
commercial fraud. Here is a man 
who starts in business, He says, 
“I'm going to be honest,” but on the 
same street, in the same block, in 
the same business are Shylocks. 
Those men to get the patronage of 
anyone will break all understandings 
with other merchants and will sell 
at ruinous cost, putting their neighb- 
bars at great disadvantage, expecting 
to make up the deficit in something 
else. [If an honest principle could 
creep into that man’s soul it would 
die of sheer loneliness. The man 
twists about trying to eseape the 
jpenalty of the law and despises God, 
while he is just o little anxious about 
the sheriff. The honest man looks 
about him ond says, “Well, this riv- 
alry is awful. Perhaps I am more 
scrupulous than I need be. This lit- 
tle bargain I om abbut to enter is p 
little doubtful, but then’ T shall only 
do as the rest." 

One of the mightiest temptations in 
commercial life in oll cities to-day is 
in the fact that many professed Chris- 
tian men are not square in their bar- 
gains. Such men are in Baptist and 
Methodist and Congregational church- 
es, and our own denomination is as 
largely represented as any of them. 
Our good merchants are foremost in 
Christian enterprises, Lhey are patron- 
izers Of art, philanthropic and patrio- 
tia.

that the contractor and the rail- 
way schemer can blind iMe eye that 
regard their condition, 
rises in the morning to 
on the iron of whose 
shoes the Laurier Government le- 
vies a duty of 80 per cent.; after 
breakfast, at which he drank cof- 
fee taxed 10 per cent. out of a cup

Toronto, August 30.—Dr. G.S. Ryer- 
son, the Canadian Red Cross Commis- 
sioner, was interviewed yesterday re- 
garding Mr. Burdett-Coutts’ reply to 
the stutements made; by Dr. Ryersan 
at Quebec on bis return from Africa, 
Dry Ryerson said} “This is not’ an 
answer qt all. In the first place, I 
gave my eyidence before the South 
African Hoppitals' Commission in Lon- 
don, when J returned: 1 then contra- 
dicted much that Burdett-Coutts had 
said and I also stated that "Mr. Coutts 
had visited my depot, but bad made 
no remark to me whatever, either on 
the condition of the depot, quantity 
of stores, or condition of the hospitals 
He knew 1 whe the gepresentativye oF 
the Hritish Red Cross Soviety, and had 
large means at my* disposal. In 
Bloemfontein everything that was 
really required was obtained, either 
through me or from the official hos- 
pital people, and f denied and do deny 
his statements as to the allaged ne- 
glect of patients, asit6é the unnecos- 
saty hardships they had (o sustain and 
as to the general conduét of the medi- 
cal branch. Taking into consideration 
the conditions of the wair, particular- 
ly as (regards transport, my opinion 
has beep and still is that everything 
was done that could be done under 
the cifcoumstancey and [ edmplain that 
Mr. Burdett-Coutts Was not acting in 
a fair or honorable manner by living 
in Bloemfontein in the ereatest pos- 
sible luxury, possessifig a house and 
every possible convenience and com- 
fort, yet giving none of his atten- 
tign to the relief of the distress 
which, ficcarding to his statements, 
existed in that town, 

“If he bad complaints to make! he 
should io the first pluce have made 
them to Lord Roberts, who officially 
denies that he made that complaint to 
him. Mr. Burdett-Coutts made no 
fomplaint to me, nor do I know of 
his making complaints to any other 
huthority, It would appear that Mr. 
Burdett-Coutts has not forgotten his 
early training in ward politics in the 
city of Philadelphia.”
